* Aſts and Thanksgiving have been frequentlier uſed, by Dr. She. 
lock's Providential Kings and Governors,than by other Princes; 
not ſo much tq conciliate -a propitiouſneſs from Heaven (for 
that, by their Title, they are aſſured of) as to teſtifie their 

Febn-like Zeal, and to influence the People to promote their Deſigns. 
The Summer having been ſpent in Set-days of Faſting, they were un- 
expeCtedly forbid, before the Campaign was well ended, which gave 
occaſion to.many to complain that they were wearied of that Duty, 
which they found ſo unſucceſsful ; but thoſe little conſidered, that « 
Thanksgiving was to follow, without. which there would be but a cloudy 


and gloomy return of the Prince from the Campaign; nor would the 
A Par 
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Parliament be warmed into a giving Temper : But I ſhall leave theſ: 
Cauſes, to conſider the Grounds afligned in the Proclamation, 

Here are Four Trophies ſet up for the Mobb to gaze at : The Firſt 
repreſents a Naval Trinmph, with this Inſcription uporthe Tablet, 
The Great and Glorious Vittory over the French Fleet. But if, upon any 
ſuch occaſion, that of the Pſalmiſt, may be verified, Not - unto, ws, Lord, 
not unto 44; it may more juſtly be ſaid now, Ged Almighty ought to 
have the Blue Garters Cui militat «ther, had been the prgpereſt Motto 
for the Medals. The common actepration of the Word Vifory, is 
where our Enemy is over-powered by Valour and good Condudt, rather 
- than by caſual, Events or. Accidents. ,The.croſs Windsnot only hindred 
the French from arriving before the conjuCtion of ours with the Dutch 
Fleet, but obſtrutted their intelligence of it, and the freſh Orders which 
were ſent to Towr7ille in caſe it had been effected; by which means he 
fought with the diCadvantage of 46-to '99;-and yer behaved himſelf 
with that Vigour and Gallantry, that we ſuſtained, in the Fight, much 
greater loſs than they did; but the French Admiral conſidering that 
he ſhould endanger the whole Fleet, by continuing an obſtinate Fight 
with that inequality,prudently withdrew, leſt he.fhould have been in- 
. cloſed and neceſſitated to fight with freſh Ships; whith he did with that 
condudt, as it,is'admired by thewafbaf oor Admirals ;3andif it bad not 
been for their concern to carry off the Sole:/, and the mif- calculating the 
Tide at the Race of Alderney, they-had got to their remoteſt- Harbors, 
to have been ſooner refitted for a Second Service, than ourscould have 
been; and its to be feared that after Ages may. repent the Funeral Pile 
at La Hogue, which hath put a thought into the» French King's Head, 

to make a Baſin andPort there for his Fleet, and ſecure that by a Mole 
_. and Forts; which will be ſuch a Thorn in our ſides, to all future Ages, 
that we may curſe the Day we rouſed ſuch an angry Lyon: But! what- 
ever the ſucceſs was in the firing the Ships, Qur Condu&F'is uot much to -- 
becommended;' for that'we loft much moft;' by fot Knowing an Uri 
Fiftoria, than we got in the Battle: 'Who ought to, Anſwer the negleft 
of a Tide, ortwo, ih the purſuit of'tlen,”before they were forced to 
run themſelves -a-graund?” Sir Fohn Aſhby's Apology pives little ſatis- 
faftion;* for the want of Pilots was the Admiral's favlt:, "And if Ate- 
»onde flowly purſued, or tad about, 7 Binoiſt Fares th t the Darch 
are not ſo cordial in' our Intereſt as wewere made believe: 'Or what ex- 
cuſg can be mee, after the firing of the Ships, for the not attacking 
thoſe hadeſ:aped to 'St-alo's, while under ſuch a con tion ?. But 
if the Glory of having had ſuch an eventual, "and vnez 
muſt attone for that omiſſion 5/ yet ſarely nothing can jiſt 
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of purſuing the defign of the Deſcent, the Preparation for which had 
coſt ſo vaſt Sums of Money ; and the failing thereof has-ſo much dif. 
appointed the Duke of S4voy, by which the State not only of our Af- 
fairs, but alſo of the whole Confederacy were infinitely more enda- 
maged, than the advantage we 'got by making the Bonefires at Cherbarg 
and la Hogue. . Jain 

But it ſeems no further Enquiry muſt be made into-the Miſcarriage of 
the Deſcent. The Belly of- the Trojan Horſe muſt not be ſearched, 
teſt Ver ſailes take the Alarum, and Troy be not taken the next Year by 
the ſame Stratagem. | Hawever, though the Kingdom- muſt have no 
Account of this 3 yet 1 doubt: whether the Items of the Experice will 
be forgot, and how far the Country: will be fatisfied, without the why

I'm ſure our Common Selſions-Papers are more methodical. . The: Wit- 
neſley were not fo many, but that every oves diſtin Tale might have 
been told-z -and not (after a little, inconſiderable Stuff reported, under 
the Heads of their-Examination): all jumbled-in the, Sentence, that we 
might nog,kngw. which part was Evidence, which Irfere.ce, or which 
Confeſſion; 'and yet the Court-Martial, conſiſting of {uch General-Offi- 
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cers, whereof-6 Foreigners,” 3 Engliſh, and: 2: Judges-Adrocate with 
mature deliberation examined; and confidered thewhole Matter,” p: 7. 
' The next thing of Remark, is, That it was not Grarndval, who was 
deſigned to be the Afaſſine,. hewas only to clap the'Bull-dog;: av Mont 
on the. back, fpitin' hismouth, 'and' fer him on; but- hee fairly Nipp'd 
his neck out of the Collar, and the Szewr hang'd for. it.

Theſe two never meeting again, as 1s clear « by the . Papers, how 
muſt we eonceive the 2d Plot was. concerted betwixt them, when the 
firſt was fo abſolately defeated by ds. Mon's withdrawing and. the 
King's leaving the Field a day* or two before the-Battle of Leuze 4 Oh! 
Granaval tells Liefdale, that du Ment, by many repeated Oaths, had ſworn 
he would do' it, p.6. Snre' it was'by monſtrous {ſpeaking Trumpets 
that they could be heard from Hanoner to Pars, - Grandvat indeed ex- 
preſſes ſome Suſpicion, when he tells Liefdale, If be were net preſent he 
feared du Mont wonld not obey Orders, and-ſo invites him to - g6 along with 
him; and there ſeems to be a Witneſs in the Sentence, -which is not 
taken notice of in the Examination 3 that is, 'd« 'Mfont's Wife, who 
might ſend her Afﬀidavit in+ Poſt-Letters, Thar ſhe delivered: Barbeſieux 
ſeveral Letters , that \ſhe'had received from her Hushand, when he was 
at Hanouer ; and we cannotexpedt a Secretary of State would impart 
to her the Contents, _ | : 

' _ But that we. may not be wholly in the dark, the next Lines tell us, 
p. 7. That the Knight engaged du Mont eſpecially, by thoſe Letters, dated 
the 20th and 25th-of April, and 12th of May t4ft, 10 come from Hanover, 
end rendezv0uz at Uden, in order to taks a final-re ſolution with the Kryght 
end LiefCale, [conrerning the manner of executing the deſign: So-that it ap- 
pears it was then yet to form : But what. can be the reaſon we have no 
Copies of the leaft Paragraph of thoſe Letters?” from which the World 


might have been better fatisfied, than from all the Narrative beſides, if 


they 
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they-had not contained fome other Secret not fit to be revealed ? Well, 
though. d# ont, whowas to execute all, knew nothing of the contri- 
vance; yet Grandval, Chanlais, and Liefdaje were agreed in what man- 
ner the Aſſaſſination. ſbould be committed on the Perſon of bis Majeſty. Grand- 
val, therefore, and .Liefdale'gofrom Paris the 17th of April 92.-andin a few 
days arrive at Mons, where. having waited fome while for Monſieur Chanlais 
arrival, and finding he did not come, they went toward the Rendez,vouz.,, and 
that at the AAayory of Boiſledue, Grandval was ſeized, occording to the con- 
trivance of du Mont ard Liefdale, p. 4. who had much about one time 
diſcovered the Plot,. the Firſt to the Duke of Hanover, the Second to ' 
his Friends in Holland, both to be communicate1 to the King. 

I have before ſpoke of the confuſedneſs of the Account” of the Exa- 
minations of Lyefaale and d* Amour, 'who ſeemed to have been examined 
at the Trial z but when du Azont's Teſtimony is recited, the expreſſion: 
varies thus: Du Mout' being examined ſince owned the Fatt in all its cir- 
cumftances. What this ſence ſhould mean is paſt my. Underſtanding, un- 
les it be-ſon:ce the Trial, Judgment, or Execution of Granaval, at Ha- 
over or the Camp ; and if any of theſe be the meaning of /irce, conſi- 
dering- that 4» Adont was the principal and only convincing Evigence 
who could be produced, it is neither better nor worſe than hanging a 
Man, and trying bim afterwards, if the Paper may be credited. 

But-paſs to the manner how. this deſign was to have been cxecuted, 
there is @ relation of the Project framed at two diſtinCt times, and con- 
certed by no leſs Perſons than Monſieur Lowveis, the Marqueſs des Bar- 
befieux his Son, and Monſieur Charlais, and others of the French King's 
Officers and Miniſters; therefore-its to be preſumed to have been con- 
trived with Skill and Judgment, worthy the Reſolves of Perſons of their 
Imployments in managery of Afﬀairs; but 1 am fare, as the account re- 
lates it, a Club of Men in Bedlam would have contrived a Projett lefs 
ridievlous;; it was thus; Whern.the King ſhould ride along the Lines, or 
ſhould. go out to. take any Yiew du Mont ſhould lie in Anbuſcade and when 
bir Majeſty ſhould paſs within 100 paces, that is an 143 yards, he ſhould fire 
wor bjm; and Luxemburg (hould furniſh Chanlais with 3coo Horſe, (as 
at the firſt Project, Parker and Granduatwith 1500,) to bring du Mont 
off with ſafety,..when the Work was done. | 

It muſt be 4 Gun of extraordinary contrivance, ſcarce to be carried 
without great fuſpicion;. which could do execution at that diſtance ; 
eſpecially, when the Print: ſaith, p. 6. That Adonſieur Barbeſieux gave 
du Mont notgee, that the Prince of Orange wore 4 Coat of Mail; and it 
would be a very difficult matter, tu many Months, to find an opportunity, 


anda covert at the ſame time, fit for the enterprize;z and 4d 7Mont mult 
| | | have 
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have been a Man very free from the agitations of Mind, which gene. 
rally muſt beſuppoſed to attend ſuch an urdertakivg, that would afford 
him ſuch a ſteadineſs of hand, to hit a Mark at ſuch a diſtance. 

But ſuppoſe the Man and the Gun were capable to perform the De. 
ſign, it was forgot to be conſidered, that aPrince and General, reſiding 
with his Army,. never paſſeth without his Guards and a Troop of his 
Principal Officers about him, who would have heen ſo many Screens to 
-receive the fatal Bullets; and there muſt bave been ſome fcores of At- 
tempts, e'er a Seaſoncould be found, when tie Prince ſhould fortune 
to be ſingle, before or behind the Train, or Rout of his Attendants, 

How villanous foever a Man may deſign, yet it is tobe preſumed he 
would be deſirous enough toeſcape z both to ſave his Life and obtain his. 
Reward: Let us ſee-what Proviſion was made for that : The. Account 
ſays, That Chanlais being informed of the time, was to have reſcued him , 
but there muſt have been the drawing out of that Horſe upori ſo many 
falſe Alarms, that it had been impoſlible, but upon ſome of them to 
have diſcovered the Conſpiracy : The Narrative- ſaith, That Liefal: 

' propaſed this Scruple to Grandval, who replied, That du Mont had a 
Secret to Charm Peoples Eyes: A grave, folid, and faitsfaQory reply no 
donht ; as probable as any of the reſt of the Contrivance. We are now 
' no more to queſtion the Story of "Gyges's Ring, Charms or Samahes, 
nor Doz Quixot's encountring the Windmil, or his miſtaking the Wine 
inthe Barotiho's or Hogskins,ffor the Blood of-the ſlain Enemies, Grand. 
val was more credulous than the old Dex: If this were not ſufficientto 

' have convinced Liefdale that Grandval was craz'd,. it ſhonld: have been 
more than ſufficient for his Judges to have condemned him rather to the 
Mad-houfe, than to the Gibber. If he had that blinding Faculty, there 
had been no need of lying in Ambuſh,or tzking his level at greatdiſtance; 

- but it ſeems as ſoon as the horid ACt' was over , his Familiar-was to have 
left him; for the Paper ſays, that when every Body was purſuing after 
au Mont, Grandval and Licfdale-ſhoutd have time to eſcape, and fave 
themſelyes, and carry the account to Chanlay, oO nt, 

But whatever Abſurdities attend the Narrative "part, the Grand 
Plot muſt go on ; ſo notwithſtanding the ridicu!ouſneſs' of 'putting a 
{crew'd Gun and Silver Bullets into the Hands of Pick&ringiro kill King 
Charles the IT. Though he had never fired a Piece before,-nor "the Mon- 
ſ{trovineſs of the Fiftion of the 40000 Pilgrims, of 'thE' Black Bills, 

nor ſeveral other Incoherences and Impoſſibilities of rhe "relation which 
ought to have damp'd the Credibility at firſtof the Pop Plor;, yet we 

know how much Blood was ſhed before the bottom of 'it was detected : 

So it ſeems our Plot-wrights now, have not” been' ſo ſolicitous to con- 
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vince the underſtanding part of the World of the Truth and Conſiſtency 
of Matter of Fact, as that the Inferences from it might obtain Belief, 
which were to bring an Odinm on the French King and King James; 
upon which account it is, that Monſieur Lowvois, Chaunlais, Paparell, 
and Madam 4antenon are brought upon the Stage; and Grandval is ſaid 
to declare to Liefaale, That rhe Defign taking place, the Alliance among 
the Confederate Princes would be broken ;, that the Princes concerned would 
each of them recal thetr Troops, and the Country being thereby left without 
Sowldiers, the King of France weuld cafily make himſelf Maſter of it, and 
King James would be reſtored again. But without this the French King 
has this year made a fufficient Progreſs to cut the Gordian Knot by a 
moreeffeftual Method with his Sword; And indeed the very Narrative 
aſloils him for having entertained any Thoughts of effefting his jDe- 
ſigns by inch black Arts ; when he tells us that Monſieur Barbeſieux would 
not himſelf ſpeak. with du Mont, fearing he might be taken Priſoner ;, and if 
he ſhould happen then to name him, it might make a great breach in his For- 
tare, P. 7. which manifeſtly ſhews that the King of Fraxce was not to 
temade privy to it 3 and it appears how little Credit is to be given 
to the Narrative it ſelf, when within four lines its ſaid, that Barbeſierx, 
Paperell, Parker , and du Mont agreed upon the manner of ex@utizg the 
Defren. G 
And as the French King was not acquainted with the Conſpiracy, fo it 
appears that the Duke of Luxemburgh his General wes not to be 
wrought vpon to countenance ſach Deſigns, though the Account will 
have It, that he was to furniſh 3000 Horſe to bring off 4 Aon: for 
it is well known to Perfons of Credit and Honour, that when a reſolute 
Gentleman of more Courage, than Chriſtianity, offered the Duke that 
he would kill the Prince- of Orange, even at the Head of his Guards 
Luxemburgh anſwered, No, no, though he be not a fair Enemyro you, yet 
he is ſo tous, and ſhall ever be treated as ſuch by mn. | 
Having thus vindicated the French King, 'tis but reaſonable I honld 
offer what Informations | have, haw wretchedly King FAMES and 
the Queen are ſcandalized, by the Acconnt which faith, That Grandval 
with the ſaid Liefdale, and Colonel Parker wine to St. Germains on the 
16th of April, New Stile, 1692. to. ſpeak with the lare King James 'about 
the ſaid Defign, and to'ta\s leave of him before they began their Fourney 
ehat the Priſoner Grandval had Audience at the ſame time of the ſaid King 
James, the late Queen being preſent. King James telling him, Parker has 
given me an Account of the Yr; : If you and the other Officers d9 me this 
Service, you ſhall never want ; and Parker, the Priſoner, and Liefdale c#- 


tered int0a diſcourſe about this Deſion, 
| None 
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None need row doubt of the Canſe, why this Paragraph is ſo ſpe-
